tions sheets of the Motor Car Dealers’ 
Assn. of San Francisco and the Dallas Automotive Trades 
Assn. Used car sales in San Francisco during February 
moved up from 1,889 in January to 2,339. Inventories 
were reduced from 2,583 at the end of January to 2,393 at 
| the end of February. Average value of cars in inventory 
dropped from $343 at the end of January to $336 during 
February. Dealers junked 601 cars during the month 
against 155 in January. Meanwhile the average selling 
price of cars during the month declined only $2 from 
|an average of $269 in January to $267 in February. The 
| average loss per unit sold during the month was cut from 
$74 in January to $69. The per cent of loss on sales price 
at 25.84 per cent is still above the five-year average of 
23.78 per cent. On the other hand, the tabulation shows 
that more sales were made at fairly firm prices. Inven- 
tories were reduced and the average value of cars in 
|inventory has been lowered. This should put the San 
Francisco dealers in a more favorable position to take 
advantage of the spring selling season. These figures 
are based on reports from 30 dealers.

Settlement of the strike at the Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber plant in Akron and normal

Trouble production by Thursday, ends any fears 
Ends that a shortage of tires might interfere 


with production of automobiles and trucks. 
The strike had been in progress for five weeks and has 
been settled by the following terms: 

(1) All employes of the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
as of Feb. 12, 1936, shall return to work without discrimi- 
nation or interruption of service record. (2) The man- 
agement of the company will meet and deal with its 
employes individually or through their duly chosen rep- 
resentatives for the purpose of negotiating on all ques- 
tions in which there is a mutual interest. (3) Notice will 
be given to the representatives of the employes affected 
of changes in wage rates before they are posted. (4) The 
company will observe in the tire and tube division a 
36-hour week, 6-hour daily shifts. Before any change is 
made in these hours either per week or per day below 
30 hours per week or above 36 hours per week, it will be 
arranged for by vote of the employes in the departments 
or divisions affected. (5) In all other departments or 
divisions of the factory, the hours worked per week shall 
not exceed a maximum of 40 nor shall they be less than 
30, unless arranged for by vote of the employes in the 
departments or divisions affected. (6) A week of 24-hours 
shall be worked temporarily in all departments or divi- 
sions in the entire factory without a vote in order to 
avoid layoffs. (7) Lists of contemplated layoffs will be 
made in duplicate by department foremen, one copy will 
be retained by the foreman, and the other copy will be 
kept in the office of the labor department. Both lists 
will be available for inspection by the representatives of 
the employes affected.
